Take Short Cut Due 


to Public Pressure. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower said to- 
day that the Government prob- 
ably released the Salk polio vac- 
cine for distribution too quickly. 

He told a press conference 
that under great public pressure 
the scientists in charge prob- 
ably tried, as’ he put it, to take 
a little bit of a short cut. 

However, Mr. Eisenhower said 
he believed implicitly that with- 
in a measurable time the Salk 
vaccine will eliminate infantile 
paralysis. He repeated his faith 
in its effectiveness against polio. 

He said Government experts 
were properly cautious in halt- 
ing vaccine distribution while 
more~ checks are made. Some 


of the trouble may have oc- 
curred, he said, from efforts to 
speed up production, with manu- 
facturers using regular safety 
tests and not all the exhaustive 
tests now believed necessary. 

No Comment on Suspension. 

He declined to comment fur- 
ther on the decision of the Pub- 
lic Health Service last weekend 
to embargo further shipments 
pending a detailed recheck of 
all lots of the vaccine being 
made by drug firms. 

This check got under way to- 
day at the Parke-Davis labora-

North Atlantic alliance formally 
expressed hope today for an 
end to hostilities and no fur- 
ther resort to force in the For- 
mosa area.

ters of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization declared: 

“The council expressed the 
hope that there would be a ces- 
sation of hostilities in the Far 
East and no further resort to 
force, since this would clearly 
endanger the peace of the 
world.”

Mr. Eisenhower did not say he 
favored statehood either for 
Alaska or for Hawaii. He has 
had reservations about Alaska, 
but in his State of the Union 
message last Jan. 6. the Cheif 
Executive urged immediate ad- 
mission of Hawaii. 

On Sept. 17, 1950, Mr. Eisen- 
hower was quoted as telling an 
audience of 1500 persons in 
Denver that the two territories 
should be admitted right away 
as a means of showing the world 
that America practices what it 
preaches. 


Cites Security Problem. 


This quotation was brought 
up at the President’s press con- 
ference last March 16 with par- 
ticular emphasis on Alaska. Mr. 
Eisenhower said then that there 
are security considerations that 
must be resolved before he could 
remove his objections to Alas- 
kan statehood. He added that 
when he was talking in 1950 
he was not responsible for the 
national security of the United 
States.

A children’s zoo and farm 
yard, and a building with glass 
front tanks where spectators 
could watch wnderwater activi- 
ties of penguins, beavers and 
seals will be among the improve- 
ments at the zoo if voters ap- 
prove Proposition 17 in the bond 
issue ellection May 26. 

Funds also would be provided 
for long-planned development of 
the west third of the z0o0 
grounds. In the east part, some 
old buildings would be remod- 
eled or replaced. 

A citizens’ screening commit- 
tee has recommended a bond is- 
sue program, containing 23 prop- 
ositions, for civic improvements 
totaling $110,639,000. Each prop- 
osition will be voted on sepa- 
rately, and each must be ap- 
proved by two-thirds of those 
voting on it. Proposition 17 calls 
for $1,625,000 for the zoo. 

Of this, $150,000 would be 
spent for the building where the 
penguins could be seen. Por- 
tions housing the penguins and| 
other Antarctic and Arctic ani-/ 
mals would be cooled, so they | 
could enjoy temperatures to’ 
which they naturally are accus-| 
tomed even during St. Louis 
summers. 


New Type of Display. 


Zoo director George P. Vier- 
heller said the structure, called | 
an aquatic house, would “offer 
an entirely new type of display, 
unmatched by units in any other 
zoo.” It would be built north of 
the water-fowl lakes. 

Among projects in the west 
part of thé zoo, now virtually 
undeveloped, would be the chil- 
dren's 200 and farm yerd. There 
youngsters could feed and pet 
tame animals.. The unit, cost- 
ing $75,000, would be established 
on the west shore of the south 
water-fowl lake. Children’s zoos 
have proved extremely popular 
in Oakland, Calif.. New York, 
Chicago, Detroit and other cities. 

New quarters are proposed 
for buffalo, musk-ox, elk, moose, 
and other members of the bo- 
vine family. “This major group 
of animals, one of great import- 
ance in the history. of man, is 
scarcely represented in the zoo’s 
collection,” Vierheller said. 
“Those few large animals which 
are now displayed are shown, 
for the most part, in aged, im- 
provised or temporary quarters.” 

For $175,000, spacious, moated 
enclosures would be built south 
of Deer Park in the far west 
part of the zoo. 


Cage For Birds of Prey. 


Northeast of these quarters 
would be built cages in which 
birds of prey, like eagles, 
hawks, owls and vultures, could 
fly. To cost $75,000, the units 
would permit the zoo to expand 
its limited exhibits of such birds. 
Because of cramped facilities, 
the zoo cannot show its Ameri-

$300,000 for New Lion House. 


Another $300,000 would be 
spent for a new lion house, to 
be built in connection with the 
recently-completed lion show 
arena, which is being used this 
year for the baby elephant act. 


The new building will have 
more cages than the present lion 
house, Vierheller said, and will 
enable the zoo to display a more 
representative collection in 
more attractive surroundings. 


On the site of the present lion 
house, erected in 1916, a build- 
ing would be constructed for ad- 
ministrative offices, a dining 
hall for zoo visitors and rest 
rooms. These facilities would 
cost $250,000.

The service building would 
permit centralization of food 
supply, maintenance and service 
operations, making for greater 
efficiency and saving money. 
Because of inadequate storage 
space, the zoo is unable to buy 
food in large quantities at re- 
duced prices. 


New landscaping, sewers, 
roads and fences would be paid 
for with the last $125,000 of the 
zoo bond money. 

The zoo attracts an estimated 
2,500,000 visitors a year. Admis- 
sion is free. Its operating budget 
this year is $475,000, of which 
$330,000 comes from city taxes 
and the rest, or $145,000, from 
the sale of refreshments, novel- 
ties and souvenirs to visitors. 

The added buildings would 
increase zoo operating costs, de- 
spite the savings that would be 
realized with the service build- 
ing. However, Vierheller said 
that no tax increase would he 
needed to meet the higher ex- 
penses. 

Increased sale of items to vis- 
itors, he said, would give the zoo 
sufficient operating revenue. Al- 
though the zoo has expanded 
continually, Vierheller pointed. 
out that no tax increase has been 
needed or sought since the an- 
nual rate of 2 cents for each $190 
of assessed valuation: was voted 
by the people in 1916.

Commission is checking the 1954 
earnings of 25 to 30 of the 
larger public utilities of the 
state, to determine if a reported 
upturn in annual profits justifies 
downward rate revisions, it was 
learned today. 

Commission Chairman Tyre W. 
Burton told the Post-Dispatch 
such an inquiry is under way by 
the accounting and engineering 
staffs of the commission but has 
not been completed. 

“Reports indicate an upward 
turn in earnings of some of the 
companies,” the chairman said. 
“We are studying them.” 

He said the current check 
would apply to the larger com- 
panies. The commission staffs 
later will determine the revenue 
operating results of the smaller 
companies. 

None of the companies was 
named, but it is known that 
Union Electric Co. of-—Missouri 
and the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. aer among those be- 
ing checked. 

Southwestern Bell’s 1954 re- 
port for the six states in which 
it operates, including Missouri, 
showed an increase of more than 
$10,000,000 in net income. 

The income reported totaled 
$65,334,000 compared to $55,- 
330,000 for 1953. 

Earnings on Bell stock in the 
year were equivalent to $8.02 a 
share, it was said, a 59-cent in- 
crease over 1953. 

Union Electric of Missouri 
and its subsidiary companies re- 
ported a net income of $19,279,- 
000 for 1954, a gain of $3,085,- 
000 over 1953. This was an in- 
crease of 19 per cent in net in- 
come.

ycsterday inviting Russia to

Four conference: 
HE GOVERNMENTS of France, the United Kingdom and 
T United States believe that the time has now come for a 
new effort to resolve the great problems which confront us. 
We, therefore, invite the Soviet government to join with us in 
an effort to remove sources of conflict between us. 


We recognize that the solution 
of these problems will take time 
and patience. They will not be 
solved at a single meeting nor 
in a hasty manner. Indeed, any 
effort to do so could set back 
real progress toward “their set- 
tlement. Accordingly, we think 
it would be helpful to try a new 
procedure for dealing with these 
problems. 


Two-Stage Approach. 


In view of their complexity 
and importance, our suggestion 
is that these problems be ap- 
proached in two stages. We 
think it would be fruitful to be- 
gin with a meeting of the heads 
of Government, accompanied by 
their foreign ministers, for an 
exchange of views. In the lim- 


ited time for which the heads | 
of Government could meet, they | 


would not undertake to agree 
upon substantive answers to the 
major difficulties facing the 
world. Such a meeting could, 
however, provide a new impetus 
by establishing the basis for the 
detailed work which will be re- 


_ quired. 


For this purpose the heads of 
Government could devote them- 
selves to formulating the issues 
to be worked on and to agree- 
ing on methods to be followed 
in exploring solutions. e fur- 
ther propose that the foreign 
ministers, to assist the heads of 
Government in their task, should 
come together shortly in ad- 


‘vance of the meeting of the 
heads of: Government and atthe 
‘same place. 


The Second Stage. 

This first stage would lay the 
foundation for the second stage 
‘in which the problems would be 
/examined in detail by such meth- 
| ods, organs, and participants as 
it appears will be most fruitful 
‘according to the nature of the 
issues. This work should be 
started as soon as practicable 
|after the meeting of the heads 
of Government. 
| This procedure would facili- 
‘tate the essential preparation 
‘and orderly negotiation most 
likely to bring about agreements 
‘by progressive stages. The im- 
|portant thing is to begin the 
process promptly and to pursue 
it with patience and determina- 
tion. 

We hope that this proposal 


will commend itself to the So-. 


viet Union as a useful basis for 
/progress toward better relations 
between us. If the Soviet Union 
agrees that an early meeting of 
heads of Government to explore 
‘such a program would be useful, 
| we suggest that our foreign min- 
isters settle through diplomatic 
channels or otherwise upon a 
time and place for such a meet- 
ing. The forthcoming meeting of

CUBA, Mo., May 11—Children 
attending the Cuba combined 
elementary and high school face 
a “district hazard” as the result 
of “the general poor condition of 
the building and the glaring vio- 
lations of fire safety and pre- 
vention rules,” the Missouri 
State Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion said in a report today, There 
are 358 students in the school. 


A public meeting has been 
scheduled for tonight at 8 
o'clock in the school auditorium 
to discuss ways of improving 
school conditions throughout the 
Cuba school district. 

The Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion recommended that fire 
hazards in the school be “cor- 
rected or removed as soon as 
possible.” G. L. Moriarty and 
Thomas J. Reed, inspectors for 
the association, reported there 
was no exit from the second 
floor of the two-story brick 
building except a wooden stair- 
way “which is in immediate need 
of repair.” 

“Fire during school hours 
would force students and in- 
structors alike to evacuate the 
second floor either by means of 
using the stairway or by leap- 
ing from the second floor win- 
dows,” the report said. 

It added that “wiring circuits 
throughout the school appeared 
to be inadequate, haphazardly 
installed and in violation of the 
National Electrical Code.” 

The inspectors listed numer- 
ous other fire hazards at the 
school, including “gas escaping 
freely from gas ranges,” faulty

PENTAGON STAND 
BARS NEW RANK 
FOR M'ARTHUR 


House Committee Plans 
No Action on Move to 
Make Him General of 
the Armies. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) 
—A Pentagon turndown ap- 
parently has ended any immedi 
ate chance that Congres will con- 
sider prom ‘Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur to the rank of gen- 
eral of the armies. 

Five bills and resolutions have 
been introduced to give Mac- 
Arthur that title, heretofore con- 
ferred only on the late Gen. 
John J. Pershing. 

Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, said yesterday the De- 
partment of Defense had written 
him that singling out MacArthur 
for the honor would be “mislead- 
ing’ and cause both “misunder- 
standing and controversies.” 

Vinson, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, said 
in an interview that in view of 
this Pentagon stand, “the com- 
mittee has no intention of taking 
up the question at present.” 

The committee has jurisdiction 
over the bills calling for Mac- 
Arthur’s promotion to the rank 
created for Pershing after he 
commanded Allied, armies in 
World War I. Sponsors of the 
legislation, including House Re- 
publican Leader Martin of Mas- 
sachusetts, had suggested the 
rank be made effective last Jan. 
26, MacArthur's  seventy-fifth 
birthday. 

Richard A. Buddeke, dfrector 
of legislative programs, ed 
the Defense Department’s views 
in a letter to Vinson dated 
March 18. 

Buddeke said that in World 
War II Congress created special 
five-star ranks for the four top 
Army and Navy officers. Mac- 
Arthur was one of . 

“At that time,” Buddeke said, 
“the Congress took special pains 
both to assure that each of these 
officers would hold the same 
grade and to differentiate be- 
tween the grades so created and 
the grade of general of the 
armies.” 

To change this now, Buddeke 
added, “would becloud the 
earlier action and arouse inter- 
service, intraservice and popular

Buddeke noted the only major 
change was to add Gen. Omar 
Bradley, former chairman of the 
Joints Chiefs of Staff, to this 
circle. 

Republican Leader Martin 
said the Pentagon made a “very 
lame excuse” for rejecting pro- 
posals to promote MacArthur. 
Martin added in an interview 
he intends to explore new steps 
to’ push legislation. 

Vinson said in an interview he 
believes Pershing’s rank should 
not be duplicated. Legislation 
creating the five-star rank in 
the last war, he said, should die 
when the men carrying that title 
“pass from the scene.”

SOUTH VIET NAM 
REBELS ATTACK 
DEMS TROOPS 


Hoa Hao Sect Shells 
Towns Southwest of 
Saigon — Casualties 
Reported High.

SAIGON, Indochina, May 11 
(UP)—Strong rebel forces at- 
tacked government troops in the 
rice bowl of South Viet Nam 
today, ending a week-long lull in 
the civil war. 

The fighting erupted in the 
Mekong river delta between the 
armies loyal to American-backed 
Premier Ngo Dinh Diem and the 
rebel troops of the Hoa Hao 
Buddhist religious sect. 

Official French and Viet Na- 
mese sources said casualties 
were high among civilians in 
the area. No figures were given. 

Refugees streaming into Sai- 
gon brought the first news of 
the new attacks. They said 
Hoa Hac opened an ar- 
tilery bombardment that 
wrecked the towns of Sadec and 
Mytho southwest of Saigon. 


Raids Started Monday. 


Gen. Ba Cut, leader of the 
Hoa Hao forces, attacked in a 
wide circle along the lower Me- 
kong after a series of harassing 
raids which started Monday 
night. . His heavy artillery ham- 
mered the trading centers of 
Mytho and Sadec, and mortars 
blasted the town of Long Xuyen. 
Casualties were reported high at 
all three places. 


The fiery, 31-year-old Ba Cut. 
who refused to recognize the 
Catholic premier’s authority, or- 
dered his 12,000 troops to clear 
15 government battalions from 
the Mekong area in a bid to cut 
Saigon’s supplies of rice. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
said three battalions of the 
national army moved today 
against blockhouses held by the 
outlawed Binh Xuyen society 
near Baria on the road to Cap 
St. Jacques, south of Saigon. 
The army is attempting to trap 
Gen. Le Van Vien, the Binh 
Xuyen leader whose main forces 
were driven from Saigon 10 
days ago. They now are in the 
flat salt marshes close to the 
China sea.) 

French High Commissioner 
Gen. Paul Ely and Premier Diem 
exchanged pleasantries today in- 
stead of angry notes for the first 
time in three weeks. The two 
attended a ceremony marking 
the turnover to the Viet Namese 
of the French university in 
Saigon. 

Diem, Ely Talk. 

Afterward Diem and Ely had 
a long conversation, presumably 
about the political and military 
situation. 

(The Associated Press said the 
Premier's office announced that 
Diem had kicked his arch enemy, 
Nguyen Van Hinh, out of the 
Viet Namese national army. Hinh 
already had been removed as the 
army's chief of staff.

States, acting on 
appeals of the South Viet Nam 
government of Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem, is trying to extend 
the deadline. This effort is nec- 
essarily indirect, working 
through United States allies, 
since the United States refused 
to sign the Indochina truce. 
The British already have asked 
Russia to use its good offices 
with Communist leader Ho Chi 
Minh to delay the cut-off date. 
Moscow has not replied. The 
India-Canada-Poland commission 
policing the Indochina truce 
voted 2-1 to extend the date but 
the dissenting Poles blocked im- 
plementation by plunging the 
group into a legalistic wrangle.

The Eisenhower Administration’s road pro- 
gram is not only lagging in Congress but appears 
to have lost the race. The Senate Public Works 
Committee has put the rival Gore plan first. 

Stated in terms of total figures, the Administra- 
tion program appears far more generous to high- 
ways. President Eisenhower proposed spending 
$101,000,000,000 in 10 years. The plan devised by 
Senator Gore of Tennessee calls for 22 billions 
in five years. But this comparison is not valid 
for two reasons. 

One is that Senator Gore considers his plan 
only an installment on a Ionger program. Hence 
the two road proposals must be compared om a 
five-year basis. Moreover, the Gore plan does not 
include some 29 billions counted in the Admin- 
istration total which would be spent wholly by 
state and local governments. 

Omitting these sums, and considering both pro- 
grams in terms of expenditures for five years, 
the Administration plan would mean 36 billions 
in federal-state outlays for roads and the Gore 
plan 22 billions. By contrast, the present rate 
of highway spending would come to a little more 
than eight billions in five years. 

Much of the difference in these totals is ex- 
plained by greater stress on federal aid for state 
highways in the Administration plan. The 40,000- 
mile interstate system, which must have first 
priority in road building, is emphasized in both 
plans though the methods of proposed financing 
differ drastically. 

The Administration recommends that the Fed- 
eral Government assume the whole cost of inter- 
state highways, placed at 12% billions for five 
years. The Gore plan would spend 10 billions on 
this system, with the Government paying 90 
per cent and the state 10 per cent. 

Originally Senator Gore sought larger state 
matching funds, For 90-10 is a distance away 
from the present 60-40 matching fund relation- 
ship between Washington and the states. But 
Administration supporters had. held out hopes of 
new roads at no cost to the states, and Gore re- 
vised his bill to appeal to the governors. 

How will the Government pay for all these 
new roads? The Gore plan clings to the tradition- 
al federal system of financing by appropriation. 
The Administration proposed a special corpora- 
tion to issue bonds which would not be included 
in the federal budget. 

Senator Byrd of Virginia charged that this 
would be sleight-of-hand bookkeeping. He esti- 
mated that ever? dollar borrowed through spe- 
cial bonds ‘would cost the taxpayers $1.55 because 
of interest payments which, of course, do not 
lay any paVement. 

If deficit financing proves necessary to pay 
for new highways, regular Treasury bonds would 
be cheaper than special bonds, and more honest 
with regard to the national debt. It would be 
even less expensive in the long run to increase 
the federal gasoline tax from 2 to 3 cents a gal- 
lon for a pay-as-you-go road program. Senator 
Gore has recommended this but action on taxes 
must originate in the House. 

In sum, a comparison of the rival road pro- 
grams indicates that the Administration plan 
would build more roads. But the Gore plan would 
give the nation a modern national highway sys- 
tem while spending less public money, spending 
it inside the budget, and putting more of each 
dollar directly into roads. The Gore bill is a 
better bargain for taxpayers.

A Look at the Workhouse 

A committee of the Lawyers Association of 
St. Louis has completed a survey of conditions in 
the city’s correctional institutions, and some of 
its recommendations seem timely and enlight- 
ened. Others, however, conflict with the proper 
policy of the Tucker Administration and appear 
to reflect a narrow view of the city’s needs. 

To its credit the committee called attention to 
the disturbing fact that cells in City Workhouse 
are locked separately, not in series. Thus there 
exists the possibility that, in the event of fire, 
guards might not be able to unlock every cell. 
That could mean tragedy. Since the city is re- 
sponsible for the safety and well-being of those 
it holds in confinement, the Lawyers’ committee 
is quite right in emphasizing this deficiency. 

Where the committee is wrong, in our opin- 
jon, is in its recommendations on what to do 
with the proposed new Workhouse. In essence, 
the Lawyers’ group would convert it Into a max- 
imum security institution for hardened crim- 
inals, dangerous psychopathic personalities and 
the like. It would be erected adjacent to the ex- 
isting Workhouse, which would become a mini- 
mum security institution for first offenders. 

The Gurman report of last January, made by 
the head of the St. Louis Bureau for Men, noted 
that one cellhouse of the South Broadway insti- 
tution is more than’'100 years old. He called it a 
disgrace to the city, declaring it had long out- 
lived its usefulness as a corrections institution. 
Is this a proper place for the first offender 
or the violator of a city ordinance? 

That report laid the groundwork for the re- 
quest for a new Workhouse that will be pre- 
sented as one of the 23 bond issue proposals in 
the May 26 election. The new institution would 
be located on a tract of not less than 50 acres 
where truck farming would be possible. About 
the only activity possible in the cramped space 
is breaking rocks in the quarry, and even that 
has been given up as prohibitively expensive. 

Hardened criminals, psychopathic personali- 
ties or the other types for whom the Lawyers’ 
group would provide a separate institution do 
not belong in the Workhouse, They belong in 
the state penitentiary, or a mental institution. 
When they show up in an institution for misde- 
meanants it is an indication that something may 
be wrong in the courts. The Gurman report 
and the City Administration's policy with re- 


spect to the Workhouse make sense. If the bond 
issue proposal is approved, that policy can be 
translated into action, and that will be a Work- 
house which will not shame the city. 
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Second Chance on Polio 

While Salk vaccine inoculations are suspended 
and the Public Health Service is checking up on 
its manufacture, Secretary Hobby and Surgeon 
General Scheele are faced with an unexpected 
opportunity. If they are wise, they will use it. 

The opportunity is to formulate a clear, posi- 
tive, nationwide program for equitable distribu- 
tion of the vaccine once its safety is re-estab- 
lished. 

Secretary Hobby and President Eisenhower 
have been firm against “compulsory” control or 
rationing, and we are inclined to agree with 
them. By the time a formal rationing system 
could be set up, much of the period of anticipated 
shortage—the summer months when polio inci- 
dence is highest—would have passed. 

But if rationing is impractical, still the Fed- 
eral Government could do much to assure that 
limited supplies. during the next few months are 
used where they ought to be used for the great- 
est effect in combating polio. 

Substantially all that the Government has done 
to date is to announce that it will allocate sup- 
plies to the states. It should also see to it that 
within each state—within each community—vac- 
cine goes first to those groups of highest polio 
incidence. Roughly this means a scale of priorities 
beginning with children aged 5 to 9, then 1 to 5, 
then 10 to 14, and finally 15 to 19, adults coming 
last of all. 

Perfect enforcement of these priorities could 
not be expected. But a strong lead from Wash- 
ington certainly would bring better results than 
the present confused tendency to leave the cru- 
cial problems to the states. Just as Dr. Scheele 
was able to halt virtually all vaccinations merely 
by “recommending” a delay, so the Administra- 
tion could exert great influence on distribution, 
even without exercising compulsory powers, once 
it made up its mind to do so. 

If Secretary Hobby wishes to recoup what has 
so far been a sorry record on a public health is- 
sue of vital import to millions, she will see to it 
that the people get what they demand—firm and 
intelligent leadership. 
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Forming a ‘Red NATO’ in Warsaw 

On schedule, Premier Bulganin and leaders of 
Russia’s European satellites are meeting in War- 
saw to form the “Red NATO,” threatened last 
December in the event of ratification of German 
rearmament. In a strictly tit-for-tat performance, 
the Communists promise to create an East Ger- 
man army to offset that of the West Germans. 
In fact, they are following the Allied pattern so 
closely that it would not be surprising if they 
said: “Now we can negotiate from strength.” 
_ Actually, Warsaw looks like a paper perform- 
ance, not nearly as important an indicator of 
Russian policy as the apparent acceptance of 
Western terms for the Austrian treaty and the 
new willingness to talk with Western representa- 
tives at any level about relaxation of tensions. 

Experience calls for crossed fingers where 
Moscow is concerned, but except for propaganda 
purposes the “Red NATO” does very little to 
change the pre-existing situation. 
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Not by Bread Alone 

Among the most appealing !tems in the list of 
bond issue proposals are the planetarium, four 
new branch libraries and an addition to the City 
Art Museum. These represent structures of stone 
and steel, satisfaction to the eye and embellish- 
ments of the city even without regard for their 
functions. Unlike necessary street repairs and 
the like, these are glamor projects. 

They are, however, just as useful. The branch 
libraries are important. because ‘even as matters 
stand now, 64 per cent of the Public Library 
books for home use are borrowed from branches. 
There has been no expansion of these facilities 
since 1927: Proposition No. 18 runs to the rela- 
tively modest total of $1,000,000. 

Proposition No. 19 calls for the expenditure 
of the same amount for the construction of an 
auditorium connected with the Art Museum. The 
architect’s drawings are handsome. But its real 
justification lies in the fact that the museum 
now has no proper facilities for lectures. It is the 
only museum of its size without such a hall. ~ 

St. Louisans are proud that their museum of- 
fers explanations and instruction instead of just 
hanging pictures on its walls. But if this function 
is to be continued properly, the museum will 
have to have something better than the present 
makeshift of folding chairs in one of its galleries, 

Still another $1,000,000 is asked under Proposi- 
tion 16 for the building of a planetarium, a two- 
story building with a 50-foot dome for the display 
of the changing wonders of the firmament. A 
number of other cities long have operated such 
domes as features of their general educational 
programs. Experience shows that they are visited 
even more by adults than by school children. 
The majesty of the stars is a never ending at- 
traction for earthlings. And there is the desire 
to know more about the patterns of the wheeling 
planets and the ability to identify the stars. 

Quite aside from the cultural boon for St. 
Louis people, a planetarium also would be a very 
considerable attraction for out-of-town visitors 
and, thus, not without its economic advantage. 

Libraries, museum auditorium, planetarium— 
all are essential to the cultural advantages ex- 
pected of the modern city. Surely as much can 
be said for them as for expressways, voting ma- 
chines and & municipal dock. Man does not live 
by bread alone. 


' Bottled Uprat Springfield 

There ought to be relatively few occasions 
when state, county and local officials keep the 
public’s business away from the public. So rea- 
sons Illinois State Representative Paul Simon of 
Troy who is sponsoring a “right to know” bill in 
the Legislature at Springfield. So reason Repre- 
sentatives Alan J. Dixon of Belleville, Allen T. 
Lucas of Springfield and G. William Horsley, 
also of Springfield, co-sponsors. 

The bill introduced by these four Illinois Rep- 
resentatives declares it to be public policy that 
city councils, ‘school boards and other agencies 
of government “exist to aid in the conduct of the 
people’s business.” Continues the bill: “It is the 
intent of this act that their actions be taken 
openly and deliberations be conducted openly.” 

Prof. Harold Cross of Columbia University 
who wrote “The People’s Right to Know” for 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors com- 
mends the Simon bill as legislation needed in 
Illinois. Yet this worthy bill, after being bottled 
up in the House Executive Committee for weeks, 
has now been sent, on motion of Representative 
Romano of Chicago, to a subcommittee. Repre- 
sentative Simon asked a two-week limit on stb- 
committee consideration but this was rejected. 
In short, the bill can and will die in subcommit- 
tee unless the people of Illinois get busy and 
pry it out. Certainly it is to their interest to do so.

Scientists Without Security 


Biologist questions Government action in withdrawing or with- 
holding research grants from scientists whose work has nothing 

to do with security; secret actions often based on anonymous 
| accusations; creates fear which is enemy of scientific progress. 


John T. Edsall, Harvard University Biological Laboratories, in Science, 
Published by the American Association for the Advancement of Science 


The vast growth of the support of 
scientific research by government has 
given the Government great powers 
over careers of scientific investigators. 


On the whole, these powers have 
been used thoughtfully and with re- 
straint by enlightened administrators 
who have worked in close collaboration 
with the scientists themselves. How- 
ever, a serious threat to the freedom 
of the individual and to certain basic 
rights has arisen 
lately. 

Research grants 
for unclassified re- 
search by men of 
high competence 
and generally un- 
challenged integrity 
have been withheld, 
or abruptly re- 
voked, because of 
unspecified allega- 
tions of supposedly 
subversive activ- 
ities. Therefore all 
scientists must wel- 
come both the re- 
cent request from 
Sherman Adams, assistant to the Pres- 
ident, to Detlev W. Bronk, that the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences take the 
problem under consideration, and 
Bronk’'s prompt acceptance.

A Policy in Practice 


A statement of the policy involved 
was made by Oveta Culp Hobby, Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare on April 28, 1954: 


“We do not require security or loyalty 
investigations in connection with the 
award of research grants. When, how- 
ever, information of a substantial nature 
reflecting on loyalty of an individual 
is brought to our attention, it becomes 
our duty to give it more serious consid- 
eration. In those instances where it is 
established to the satisfaction of this de- 
partment that the individual has en- 
gaged or is engaging in subversive ac- 
tivities or that there is serious question 
of his loyalty to the United States, it is 
the practice of the department to deny 
support.” 

We may note that the policy, for 
which Secretary Hobby has taken re- 
sponsibility in this statement, was not 
initiated by her, for it antedates the 
present Administration in Washington. 
This point I am discussing may be con- 
sidered apart from party politics. It 
was acknowledged in the statement it- 
self that nearly 30 investigators had 
been affected. Others—I do not know 
how many—have been affected since. 

Action has been taken suddenly, per- 
haps with a month's notice, after which 
all funds were cut off. Explanation for 
the action has been refused, but a dou- 
ble blow has been dealt the investigator 
involved. First, he has been deprived of 
funds vital to his research. Second, the 
action could be taken by some as im- 


Privilege, Not a Right 

The revocation, under such circum- 
stances, can threaten his future career 
and make other agencies reluctant to 
support his work. If he is in a position 
that lacks tenure, it may even threaten 
the loss of his job.

principles, but at the same time we may 
raise grave questions regarding the wis- 


dom with which they have been applied 
in specific cases. 

Withholding unclassified research 
grants on the basis of undisclosed infor- 
mation is a policy that raises totally dif- 
ferent issues. It is, in effect, an intru- 
sion of the security system into a realm 
that has nothing to do with security. 


For the most part, the identity of the 
persons who have been denied support 
for unclassified research is unknown 
to me. I have learned the names of three 
or four of them, however, and they are 
men whom I know well. They are out- 
standing in their fields of research. 

Some of them in the past may have 
upheld political views that seem to me 
foolish or ill-judged, but these are mat- 
ters that they are free to decide for 
themselves. I do not know one among 
my scientific colleagues who would 
question the integrity of these men. 


Thinking Becomes Guarded 


However, I submit that the gravest 
damage done by these policies is not to 
the men whose grants are withheld. The 
worst effects are upon other persons 
who continue to be approved. 

Each one can picture himself also 
among those that are in trouble; even 
though he, himself, is in no danger, he 
may become more guarded in his 
speech; some thoughts that come to 
him he may not speak to his colleagues 
as freely as before, hesitating now and 
then lest he may say something that 
might conceivably be used against him. 


Such fears are destructive. The strug- 
gle to guarantee to all men the right 
to speak their minds on controversial 
issues without fear of reprisals has gone 
on for centuries. That right is always 
in jeopardy and it must be constantly 
maintained. It is vital for scientific 
workers to whom independent thinking 
is a basic necessity in their work. 

The policies attacked here violate a 
long tradition — a tradition deeply 
rooted in English and American law— 
extending far beyond the confines of the 
law as such. This tradition insists upon 
the right of the individual, if an accu- 
sation is lodged against him, to know 
the nature of the accusation and the 
identity of the accuser. 


Protection for a Tradition 


It is a matter of profound regret to 
me that the policies that are here at- 
tacked have been formulated and ap- 
plied by the U.S. Public Health Service, 
which has performed magnificent serv- 
ice during the years since the war in 
the support of fundamental research in 
the United States. However, the re- 
cently developed policy of the U.S. 
Public Health Service with which I am 
concerned here, while ostensibly de- 
signed to oppose subversion, appears to 
me to be itself subversive—of the tradi- 
tional liberties of the individual. 

I do not share the fears of the alarm- 
ists who believe that our society is rap- 
idly becoming totalitarian; the fact that 
articles like this one can be published 
and freely discussed is good disproof of 
such ideas.

Between Book Ends 


The Core of Freedom 


GREAT BRITAIN AND THE UNITED STATES. b 
Harry Cranbrook Allen. (St. Martin's Press, 102 
pas., $10.) 

It is a startling thought that, until the 
appearance of this book, there had been 
no full-scale treatment of Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations in 30 years. Yet such is 
the case. Sir Winston Churchill, it is 
rumored, has completed the manuscript 
of a history of the English-speaking 
peoples, on which he is said to have 
worked, since the ‘20s; but that would 
presumably cover a rather different 
field from the one so brilliantly treated 
by Mr. Allen, an Oxford don, in this 
important book. 

For this new history is important in 
every sense of the word. Apart from 
the fact that it elim- 
inates a serious 
lacuna from  con- 
temporary histori- 
cal writing, it 
scrutinizes in expert 
fashion what is cer- 
tainly the most vi- 
tal relationship be- 
tween any two 
countries in the 
world at the pres- 
ent time. The war- 
time words of Win- 
ston Churchill, as 
true today as when 
Sir Winston Churchill they were uttered, 

come to mind again: 

“Those two great organizations of the 
English-speaking democracies, the Brit- 
ish Empire and the United States, will 
have to be somewhat mixed up together 
in some of their affairs for mutual and 
general advantage. Like the Mississippi, 
it just keeps rolling along.” 

Naturally, it was not always thus. 
Two wars have been fought between 
the two countries, and Mr. Allen re- 
minds us that as late as the Venezuela 
dispute of 1895 disagreements were nu- 
merous and sometimes sharp. But 
there are binding links, too, links em- 
bedded in the lives of both peoples, as 
well as a powerful community of inter- 
ests in the contemporary werld. It is 
these links which the author explores 
in detail in this book. 

Mr. Allen does not gloss over recent 
divergences between the two countries, 
such as Far Eastern policy, but he 
stresses that such differences have never 
been allowed to divide what the Rus- 
sians like to call “the Anglo-American 
bloc.” Nor are they likely to, if we 
and our British cousins know what is 
good for us. For the cardinal fact is 
that the Anglo-American partnership, 
which we take for granted and often 
rail at, is the core of freedom, and as 
long as it is maintained liberty will not 
vanish from the earth. 

This history is a monumental work 
in an area that will assume greater and 
greater world significance in the fore- 
seeable future. It should be assured 
of a long and useful life as the affairs 
of the two nations become more “mixed 
up” in the years to come.

For the public the proof that 
polio had been conquered was 
not in what was actually said in 
the report. It was in the elabora- 
tion of the show, the eminence 
of the actors, the high-powered 
publicity itself. The public con- 
cluded fairly enough that such 
publicity could mean only that 
the scientific experimentation 
had in fact been completed. 


We know now that the re- 
sponsible authorities, both pri- 
vate and public, had not made 
sure that they could fulfill the 
promise which the people 
lieved had been made.

A. 2: The 
committee must adopt a regu- 
lation and announce it in ad- 
vance. The U.S.G.A. does this 
for U.S.G.A. competitions. 

Q. 3: If the committee has 
not adopted a regulation and 
if a player uses automotive 
transportation, does his oppo- 
nent have any right to protest 
— the Rules of Golf? A.

NEW YORK, May 11 (UP)}— 
The National Basketball Asso- 
ciation’s board of governors to- 
day approved the transfer of 


the Milwaukee Hawks to St. 
Louis for next season. 

Ben Kerner, owner of the 
Hawks franchise, said the sale 
of season tickets in St. Lopis 
warranted the transfer. Kerner 
said previously that the sale of 
1000 season tickets was a pre- 
requisite for the move to St. 
Louis. Approximately 600 to 700 
tickets already have been sold 
and .the sale was progressing 
rapidly. 

The Hawks will play their 
home games at Kiel Auditorium. 
The club acquired All-America 
Dick Ricketts of Duquesne, Jack 
Stephens of Notre Dame and 
Al Ferrari of Michigan State in 
this year’s draft, to go with a 
nucleus that includes former 
AlPAmericans Frank Selvy and 
Bob Pettit. The team is expect- 
ed to be greatly improved next 
season. 

A glance at the scoring fig- 
ures tell why. Pettit, the six-foot- 
nine star from Louisiana State, 
and Selby, the Furman Fiash, 
finished fourth and fifth, re- 
spectively, in the N.B.A. scoring 
race for 1954-55. Pettit aver- 
aged 20.4 points a game for 72 
contests and Selvy averaged 19. 

Pettit was the third best re- 
bounder in the league, behind 
Neil Johnston of Philadelphia 
and Harry Gallatin of the New 
York Knickerbockers, and Pettit 
to top off everything was the 
first rookie in N.B.A. history to 
make the league All-Star team. 
He also was named “Rookie of 
the Year.”

In the author's preface of 
“David Crockett,” an autobiog- 
raphy published in 1865 by Por- 
ter and Coates, Philadelphia, 
Crockett said: “. . . I know that, 
obscure as 1 am, my name is 
making -a considerable deal of 
fuss in the world ,.. Go where 
I will, everybody seems anxious 
to get a peep at me...” While 
Crockett relates many hunting 
exploits, he did not mention hav- 
ing “killed himself a b’ar when 
he was only three.” 

In the Creek Indian War, 1813- 
14, Crockett was a scout and 
hunter under the command of 
Andrew Jackson. He relates the 
story that, on one occasion when 
food supplies had become ex- 
hausted, he climbed a tree 30 
feet high to obtain a squirrel he 
had shot. He apologizes for re- 
lating such an insignificant hap- 
pening but does so “only to show 
what lengths a hungry man will 
go to get something to eat.” 
Soon, however, his luck changed 
and he and his hunting partner, 
Vanzant, killed two wild turkeys 
and a large buck. There was 
feasting in the Army camp that 
night. 

Even in those early pioneer 
days there were hunting acci- 
dents. He narrates that, although 
he was only a small child, the 
mishap made a lasting impres- 
sion on his memory. Joseph

Boxing Barred 
In Pennsylvania 


| For 3 Months 


PHILADELPHIA, May 22 
(AP)—A State Athletic Commis- 
sion doctor reported yesterday 
Harold Johnson was drugged be- 


fore his nationally televised 
fight last Friday. Gov. George 
M. Leader promptly suspended 
all professional boxing in the 
state for 90 days, except for 
bouts already arranged. 

Dr. Alfred S. Ayella Jr.,.com- 
mission physician, turned im a 
report to Leader and the athletic 
commissioners which said a bar- 
biturate, such as seconal or an- 
nembutal, caused Johnson to eo}- 
lapse after two rounds of his 
heavyweight match with Julio 
Mederos at the Arena. 

Ayella said other possible 
causes of Johnson’s collapse 
were ruled out in the four days 
of tests, adding “There was no 
evidence of any pre-existing 
medical condition whith could 
account for Johnson’s symp- 
toms.” 

Leader termed the whole af- 
fair “shocking” and said the re- 
port “leaves no doubt that John- 
|son was drugged and .. . further 
that knowledge of Johnson’s 
condition was available to his 
handlers prior to his entry into 
the ring.” 

Leader said the commission 
was starting at once to look into 
all the circumstances surround- 
ing the affair. Police reported 
that Johnson was a 4-1 favorite 
the day before the fight but at

“That destroyed integration?” 
asked Cannon. 

“That destroyed that. integra- 
tion,” Wright answered. 

“When we destroyed that in- 
tegration, we did the most un- 
businesslike thing, the most ab- 
surd thing that could be done?” 
asked Cannon. 

Wright declined to join in such 
a remark about Congress which 
he called “the board of direc- 
tors.” But he told Cannon: 

“You have to have integration 
to make this work. We had an 
integration which I believe 
would have worked. There may 
be other forms of integration.” 

Asked by Cannon if the pri- 
vate utilities had supplied the 
integration mentioned in a com- 
mittee report two years ago. 

“They have not, Mr. Chair- 
man,” Wright said. | 

“The reason they have not is 
that they demanded such a high 
rate that the co-ops simply 
could not pay it,” said Cannon. 

Wright’s Position. 

Wright took the position 
throughout the questioning that | 
since Congress had made the de- | 
cisions not to carry out the con- | 
tracts, it was up to his agency | 
and the Interior Department to 
live with that decision. | 

Fred G. Aandahl, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior for 
water and power development, 
told the subcommittee that “in 
my opinion it would be inadvis- | 
able to reactivate these contracts | 
(the G and T contracts) at this | 
time.” | 

He said negotiations still were | 
under way between the co-op- | 


eratives and private utilities. | 


“I have confidence that satis- | 
factory replacement contracts | 
can be worked out reasonably 
soon if this Congress will con- | 
tinue to let it be known that | 
the old inoperative contracts are | 
not going to be reactivated,” he | 
said. 

Cannon pressed Wright for an | 
Opinion as to what he thought 
should be done | 

Gives His Opinion. | 

Wright said it would be pre- 
sumptuous of nim to tell Con- 
gress what it should do but he 
did advance this “opinion:” 

“I don’t know whether any 
other way is going to be de- 
veloped to do this integration or 
not. I am convinced in my own 
mind that if the integration isn’t | 
secured these generating and 
transmission co-operatives are 
going to be unable to meet their 
obligations and are going to 
fail.”’ 

Asked by Cannon how it 
would handle the situation if he 
had full authority, Wright said 
he would get the co-operatives 
and private utilities together 
and determine if a contract was 
possible. 


“When I was satisfied there 
was not, I would report that 
back to the Congress and say 
‘you gentlemen made a mistake 
when you stopped these con- 
tracts, and it will take us five 
years to erase the mistakes: if 
you don’t want the co-operatives 
to go bankrupt you had better 
give us the money to start eras- 
ing the mistake.”

VIBRATION, SOUND 
TO BE USED TO SEND 
BARNACLES ON WAY 


higher).

LONDON, May 9 (AP)—Brit- 
ish scientists believe that bar- 
nacles, small shellfish which at- 
tach themselves to the bottoms 
of ships and slow their speed, 
have been outwitted at last. 

Barnacies, it appears, don’t 
like vibration and sound. Tests 
have indicated that if the steel 
hull of a ship is made to hum 
and tremble, a swimming bar- 
nacle will look around for a 
quieter spot. 

Vibrations so slight that a 
human being cannot detect them 
can make a structure like a 
ship, or a metal object under 
water, intolerably noisy and full 
of commotion to a barnacle. 

On the basis of data assembled 
by the British Shipbuilding Re- 
search Association, a device to 
cause tiny vibrations and “silent 
sound” h been made by a 
marine construction firm. 

The device has been tried on 
small ships and on the 17,000- 
ton liner Warwick Castle. Bar- 
nacles seemed to lose interest 
in the ships. 


DICKENSON COLLABORATION 
CONVICTION IS APPEALED 


WASHINGTON, 
~The United States Court of 
Military Appeals was urged yes- 
terday to throw out the convic- 
tion of Cpl. Edward S. Dicken- 
son, first American soldier ever 
adjudged guilty of holding “un- 
lawful communication” with the 
enemy while a prisoner of war 
in Korea. 

Counsel for the 24-year-old 
Cracker’s Neck (Va.) soldier 
argued that the evidence under 
which Dickenson was convicted 
by a court-martial last year was 
insufficient to prove guilt and 
that no criminal action was 
proved. 

The Government has 30 days 
in which to answer the brief. 
Dickenson was granted an ap- 
peal on six charges of prejudicial 
error in the handling of the 
court-martial, which was held 
here last April and May. The 
soldier was sentenced to 10 
years in prison.

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WILSON MILDLY 
OPTIMISTIC: ON 
PEACE. CHANGES 


Defense Secretary Says 
He Sometimes Feels 
‘World Is Making 


Progress.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) 
—Secretary. of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson said yesterday he was 
“reasonably optimistic” about 
the prospect for world peace. 
“I sometimes feel the world is 
making progress” toward peace, 
he said in reply to a press con- 
ference question. He also com- 
mented that “I don’t think we 
can judge by any one little 
thing” which may occur from 
time to time. 


Wilson said he firmly believed 
“the great majority of people 
in the world want peace, not 
war, and hope their leaders will 
be smart enough to avoid war.” 

Asked about possibilities of 
disarmament, Wilson said that 
“if anyone sériously thinks of 
disarmament and of trying to 
cool the world off a little bit’ 
he would favor it. 

He was asked whether he was 
alarmed about the latest shoot- 
ing incident between United 
States Air Force fighters and 
Communist planes off Korea. 
American planes shot down two 
Communist fighters yesterday, 
and probably destroyed a third. 

“IT wouldn't say ‘alarmed,’ ” 
Wilson ‘answered. “I think it 
was just an isolated incident.” 

He gave a broad hint that he 
has just about decided on a new 
Army chief of staff and will 
name him within the next two 
months. 


Asked About Army Chief. 

With reports in mind that 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway will 
retire when his present term as 
Army chief expires next August, 
reporters asked Wilson if he 
expected to name a new chief 
by the time the next annual 
conference of Defense Depart- 
ment officials is held at Quan- 
tico, Va., in mid-July. 

“Yes,” Wilson answered. 

Has Wilson already selected 
the man? 

“I think the answer to that 
would be like Ivory soap—99.44 
per cent,” Wilson replied with a 
chuckle. 

When reporters, seeking to 
narrow down the field of suc- 
cessors to Ridgway, asked 
whether the new chief presently 
was in this country or abroad, 
Wilson said he wasn’t going to 
get “into any game of 20 ques- 
tions.” 

Ridgway, who has been chief 
of staff since Aug. 15, 1953, has 
declared that more soldiers, not 
fewer, are needed in this age of 
new weapons. This position is 
contrary to Administration pol- 
icy for reduction of the size of 
the ground forces. 


‘Tremendous Trifles,’ 

Wilson said he will work with 
the Hoover Commission to carry 
out some of its recommenda- 
tions even though, he said, its 
fina] report om military activi- 
ties included some “tremendous 
trifles.” 

The defense chief touched on 
his disagreement with certain 
specific criticisms made by the 
Hoover Commission after read- 
ing an exchange of letters with 
former President Herbert Hoo- 
ver, chairman of the commission 
on organization of the executive 
branch. 

Wilson wrote that even after 
functions of the commission end 
on June 30 the military estab- 
lishment wanted to confer with 
commission experts and ex- 
change additional information 
which could provide a “better 
understanding of the recommen- 
dations.” 

Commenting on the exchange 
of letters, Wilson said that now 
that the commission had com- 
pleted its report it would be 
possible for defense officials and 
commission representatives to 
talk over defense business as 
“practical men who have a com- 
mon purpose.” 

Wilson informed Hoover that 
he would appoint a new assist- 
ant to “expedite the careful re- 
view of all recommendations” 
made by the commission and to 
assist in the rapid adoption and 
carrying out of as many recom- 
mendations as might prove prac- 
ticable. 

In answer to a question, Wil- 
son said the Defense Depart- 
ment is still gathering papers 
bearing on the question of 
whether Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur wanted Russia in the Pa- 
cific war in 1945. He said the 
papers may be ready in about 
a month.

CHICAGO, May 11 (AP)—The} 
president of the American) 
Newspaper, Publishers Associa-| 
tion says the Justice Department | 
has refused to discuss with) 
A.N.P.A. officials a proposed] 
civil anti-trust suit unless the 


newspapers “confess” in ad- 
vance and agree to a consent 
decree. 

Richard W. Slocum, who fs 
vice president of the Philadel- 
phia Bulletin, said in an address 
last night: 

“This is supposed to be the 
day, and it is so preached in 
high government places, that 
people should take time to dis-| 
cuss things before they fire| 
their guns.

“But no, in the Justice De- 
partment of our Government, 
we couldn't sit down and talk 
unless we weretalking about a 
consent decree. We first had 
to confess our guilt. The only 
thing we could talk about would 
be our sentence. It would be 
in the civil area of the law, not 
the criminal, but the idea is the 
same.” 

Government Charge. 


The Government has alleged 
that the system used by the 
publishing industry’s trade as- 
sociations to grant accreditation 
to advertising agencies is in 
violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 

Filing of the suit has been 
delayed pending a series of con- 
ferences in Washington between 
Attorhey General Brownell and 


spokesmen for the trade associa- 
tions. 

Slocum, who addressed a con- 
vention of the- National News- 
paper Promotion Association, 
said, “This decision to haul the 
press into: court is the decision 
of the top man, the Attorney 
General himself; joined by the 
assistant attorney general in 
charge of the anti-trust division, 
Stanley Barnes.” 

“I wollld-not lay at their door 
all of the thinking and purpose 
I would ascribe to their under- 
lings but I believe they have 
been too ready to follow the 
will of their underlings. 

“It is not too late to avoid or 
correct these mistakes. The De- 
partment of Justice should and 
still can, if it will, talk this sit- 
uation over on its full merits

RUSSIAN STATE 
LOAN DRIVE OPENS 
FOR $8,009.000,000 


LONDON, May 11 (AP)—The 
Soviet government launched to- 
day a state loan drive. Workers 
will pay as much as a month’s 
wages in return for unsalable 
government bonds. 


The total of the loan was set, 


at 32,000,000,000 rubles ($8,000,- 
000,000). All of this will come 
from individual contributors. 
The amount is double the Soviet 
loans of 1953 and 1954. 

Soviet state loans amount to a 
supplementary income tax on 
Russians. It is practically com- 
pulsory to buy them, and to get 
his money back the holder must 
wait until the government calls 
in his bonds through semi-an- 
nual lottery drawings. 

The bonds bear no interest 
and most are scheduled to be 
paid off at face value alone. 
Over the 2-year period of their 
maturity, however, they may 
win prizes ranging from face 
value up to large amounts. 

The worker’s subscription is 
deducted from his pay in 10 
monthly installments. By the 
time these payments are com-

BTH DISTRICT PICKUP 
GAINS SPEED IN APRIL 


Reserve Bank Reports Rise 
in Production, Construc-. 
tion, Consumer Buying. 


Business activity in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, includ- 
ing St. Louis, gained more speed 
in April, with factories produc- 
ing faster, the construction in- 
dustry taking on more contracts 
and consumers purchasing large 
quantities of goods, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis said 
today in its monthly survey of 
business conditions. 

Much of the increase in busi- 
ness activity has reflected larger 
purchase of goods and services 
by consumers, the report said. 
In the first quarter, personal 
consumption expenditures on a 
seasonably adjusted annual rate 
basis rose $4,000,000,000 or 2 
per cent- over the fourth quarter 
of last year. 

Personal income rose and con- 
sumers augmented their pur- 
chasing power by borrowing 
more money from banks, espe- 
cially for new automobiles, sales | 
of which continued at peak lev- 
els, the bank said. 

Industrial operations increased 
and in the first three weeks of 
April steel mills operated at 95 
per cent of capacity, compared 
with 93 in March. Automobile 


output rose and freight car- 
loadings increased. 

In the construction business, 
the report said, residential con- 
tracts were 84 per cent greater 
in value than those awarded in 
the first quarter last year. In- 


sured unemployment declined 
seasonally, although labor dis- 
putes last month retarded growth 
in employment somewhat. 
Demand deposits in district 
banks rose moderately during 
1954, with the growth center- 
ing in banks in metropolitan 
areas.

TOKYO, May 11 (AP)—In a 
rare response to a Peiping radio 
claim, the United States Air 
Force declared today not a single 


bullet hit eight American Sabre- 
jets in their dogfight with eight 
to 12 Red Chinese MIGs.

The Peiping radio last -night 
said the MIGs shot down one 
Sabre and damaged two.

Not a ‘Miracle Cure’ 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HERE is no pill that will cure mental illness. Chlorpro- 

mazine has been called a miracle drug in treating the 

mentally ill. It helps some sufferers. But it is not a 
miracle cure. It cannot subtitute for all other treatments 
now necessary. 

Many cases of mental or 
emotional illness are cur- 
able, especially when ac- 
tively treated in the first 
few weeks or months. But 
neither chlorpromazine 
(Thorazine) nor any other 
pill (such as rauwolfia 
compounds) can by them- 
selves produce a cure. 
What they can do is make 
other treatment more ef- 
' fective. 

DR. SHEPHERD A person excited by 
emotional iliness who is “off in the clouds” and won't 
listen to the physician can be calmed down and brought 
back nearer reality by this drug. 

x *« * 

CHLORPROMAZINE IS a valuable new treatment for 
some emotional illness, nausea and vomiting, acute alcohol- 
ism, and some other conditions. Saying that still does not 
mean that pills or injections of this chemical will all by 
themselves restore the ill person to normal permanently. 
And like any potent medicine, it has to be used skillfully 
under medical supervision. It is simply part of the whole 
treatment for some sick people. 

Discoveries about the nature and treatment of mental 
fliness are gradually being dragged from nature. A sliver 
of light is dawning about the possible underlying chemical 
changes in the brain that either may accompany or possibly 
cause mental illness. 

x *« * 

FOR INSTANCE, one chemica! will produce in healthy 
people a state like schizophrenia or “split-personality” for 
hours to days, followed by complete recovery. The possibil- 
ity of finding its site of action is one reason for hoping that 
one day physicians will know more about the underlying 
nature of mental or emotional iliness

Creamed Brussels Sprouts 

With Bacon 

Ingredients: Three slices 
bacon, one eight-ounce package 
frozen brussels sprouts, milk two 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
two tablespoons flour, salt, 
pepper. 

Method: Cook bacon in skillet 
until crisp; drain on paper towel 
or brown paper; crumble coarse- 
ly. Meanwhile cook brussels 
sprouts according to package 
directions.

make one cup. Melt“butter in a 
one-quart saucepan over low 
heat; blend in flour. Add the 
one cup vegetable liquid and 
milk; cook and stir constantly 
over moderately low heat until 
bubbly and thickened.

The Legend and the Lady 


Garbo's Romance With Gayelord Hauser 


He Gave Out Advance Story of Expected Wedding That Never Happened; Her Life Today Is Just 'Sort of Drifting’

Tenth and Last of a Series. 

OR 18 years Greta Garbo had 
F enthralled audiences with her 

gift for beautifying tragic 
love. The peerless symbo] of 
gorgeous tragedy, she had made 
her special province the por- 
trayal of women who, judged by 
bourgeois morality, are so de- 
structive of the established order 
that they do not deserve to end 
their days happily. 


Though she had sought com- 
edy roles, Metro executives had 
always been wary of risking 
their most valuable property in 
an experiment they considered 
so chancy. At last, by using her 
customary weapon of hinting 
broadly of a wish to retire, Gar- 
bo made her will prevail. Re- 
turning to Hollywood in the fall 
of 1938, after nine months 
abroad, she plunged into making 


“Ninotchka, ” which proved her . 


sure gift for comedy and turned 
out to be one of her best films. 


A brilliant satire of Commu- 
nism, “Ninotchka” was directed 
by Ernst Lubitsch, a great Garbo 
favorite, who had established a 
reputation as one of Hollywood's 
foremost directors in a series of 
films distinguished by sophisti- 
cation, wit, elegance and noncha- 
lance. Besides his masterly cam- 
era Craftsmanship, Lubitsch pos- 
sessed a rare ability to get the 
most out of his players. In work- 
ing with Garbo he was a paragon 
of gallantry, thoughtfulness and 
charm. Arriving on the set in 
the morning, he called at Gar- 
bo’s dressing room and formally 
paid his respects. Then he re- 
moved his coat and worked in 
his shirt sleeves the rest of the 
day. 

At 5 o'clock, when work was 
over, Lubitsch again put on his 
coat and called at the star’s 
dressing room, where he bade 
her a courtly good evening. This 
daily routine, as far as anyone 
could remember, was unprece- 
denteed on a Hollywood stage. 


Garbo’s debut as a comedienne 
was hailed as a major screen 
event. “Ninotchka” earned Gar- 
bo her second nomination for an 
Oscar, but it was Vivien Leigh 
who was chosen ag. the best ac- 
tress of 1939 for her perform- 
ance in “Gone With the Wind.” 


Throughout the filming of 
“Ninotchka,” Garbo was so un- 
commonly cheerful, when not in- 
volved in playing a scene, that 
people who had worked with her 
before were bewildered. She 
mixed easily with other members 
of the cast, joked with the crew, 
and even played one day in an 
impromptu noonday baseball 
game on the lot (revealing a 


good throwing arm—the result, 


she said, of youthful snowballing 
in Sweden). 

Primarily accountable for Gar- 
bo’s new and surprising public 
character was the dietitian, lec- 
turer and writer, Gayelord 
(“Look Younger, Live Longer’) 
Hauser, under whose bubbly in- 
fluence the actress had fallen. 


Her acquaintance with the 
dietitian began when she was 
taken by a mutual friend, Mer- 
cedes de Acosta, to a dinner 
party at Hauser’s Beverly Hills 
estate, to which he had given 
the glad name Sunrise Hill. Gar- 
bo didn’t like the party and left 
very early. Deeply disappointed 
and hurt, Hauser implored Miss 
de Acosta to persuade the ac- 
tress to accept another invita- 
tion. Garbo at length relented, 
transmitting the information that 
she would come to dinner at Sun- 
rise Hill on condition that no 
other guests would be present. 
When Garbo made her solitary 
visit, Hauser served her one of 
his most tempting dishes—wild 
rice and hamburgers. 

These treats are made of wild 
rice and chopped hazelnuts or 
walnuts, with egg as the adhe- 
sive agent, and are fried in but- 
ter or peanut oil. For dessert 
Hauser served his guests broiled 
grapefruit, to the center of which 
had been added a soupcon of 
blackstrap molasses. 


Garbo was much charmed by 
the food as well as by its ebul- 
lient creator. He was full of 
talk, energy and confidence, and 
he also made an impressive ap- 
pearance, standing six feet three, 
handsome, broad - shouldered, 
black-haired and smartly and im- 
maculately tailored. A man 
who had never married, Hauser 
was then 44, ten years older 
than Garbo, but looking much 
younger than his years. Before 
long, the dashing dietitian had 
become Garbo’s constant and ex- 
ceedingly attentive escort.

N Nov. 15, 1939, a few days af- 
Qe: the premiere of “Ninotch- 

ka,” neswpapers carried the 
information that Hauser had pre- 
sented Garbo with a diamond 
ring and that she was wearing 
it on “the proper finger.” There 
were no denials from either -her 
or Hauser, and when they left 
Hollywood a few weeks later, 
with Frey Brown, for a vacation 
in the East, .he gossip colum- 
nists confidently predicted that 
Garbo would soon be wed. 


Hzuser showed the actress 
New York as she had never seen 
it before. They had tea with 
Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt at her 
Fifth avenue mansion. They had 
a box at the opera and attended 
the theater and the ballet. They 
lunched at the Colony and 
dined at Twenty-one and other 
fashionable restaurants. To 
make the visit complete, Hauser 
escorted Garbo to smart night 
clubs, and they even paid a visit 
to a hot jazz establishment on 
Fifty-second street. 

After this round of pleasure, 
Garbo and Hauser took off, 
early in February for Palm 
Beach. Toward the middle of 
the month the vacationers, ac- 
companied by Frey Brown, flew 
in a chartered plane to Nassau. 
For Hauser the vacation ended 
disappointingly. He was so con- 
fident that he would make Gar- 
bo his bride that he had person- 
ally approved and left with a 
friend at International News 
Service a story of the wedding. 
As soon as the ceremony had

Though Hauser, like Leopold 
Stokowski, John Gilbert and 
other hopeful suitors, failed to 
take Garbo to the altar, he con- 
tinued to be her friend and es- 
cort for many months after 
their return to Hollywood. Then, 
following the familiar pattern, 
Garbo gradually began to lose 
interest. At length she and 
Hauser drifted apart, but they 
remained on cordial terms. Like 
old soldiers, Garbo’s romances 
never die—they just fade away. 

Garbo’s career was more seri- 
ously affected by the outbreak of 
war in Europe than that of prob- 
ably any other Hollywood actress 
because her pictures had always 
earned more money abroad than 
in the United States. The knowl- 
edge that her tragic roles had 
made her the idol of European 
audiences had always been an 
important factor in the selection 
of her vehicles. Now, in the 
middle of 1940, with the con- 
tinent embroiled in war, France 
in defeat and the rampaging 
German armies still on the 
march, the lucrative foreign 
market was all but gone. In 
these circumstances M-G-M was 
faced with the necessity of pro- 
ducing a Garbo film which, to 
make a profit, would have to ap- 
peal almost exclusively to Amer- 
ican audiences.

FTER many high-level con- 
A terences, Metro executives 

came to the conclusion that 
the actress had to be trans- 
formed into a vital, blooming 
American glamour girl. To this 
ill-advised enterprise Garbo 
gave her half-hearted consent. 
The vehicle selected for her 
debut as a sporting, fun-loving 
American type was called “Two- 
Faced Woman.” It was destined 
to be Greta Garbo’s last moving 
picture. 


Based on a dusty Hungarian 
play, “Two-Faced Woman” told 
the story of a plain wife who 
won back her indifferent hus- 
band by impersonating her own 
glamorous twin sister. The cast 
included Melvyn Douglas, who 
had proved a perfect foil for 
Garbo in “Ninotchka.” 


“Two-Faced Woman” had its 
New York premiere on Dec. 31, 
1941. That being less than a 
month after Pearl Harbor, the 
timing was hardly fortunate. The 
magazine Time described the 
picture as “an absurd vehicle for 
Greta Garbo,” and added: “It’s 
embarrassing effect is not unlike 
seeing Sarah Barnhardt swatted 
with a bladder. It is almost as 
shocking as seeing your mother 
drunk.” 

The cruel Hollywood maxim— 
“You're only as good as your last 
picture”—applies less to Garbo 
than to any other film actress 
in history. But, in however slight 
degree, it applies. She had been 
given mediocre scripts before, 
but always had been able to 
illumine them with the sorcery 
of her acting. “Two-Faced 
Woman” defied even Garbo’s gen- 
jus. M.-G.-M. was disappointed 
by its distinct failure to make 
Garbo over into an oomph girl, 
and though the studio was will- 
ing to experiment further, Garbo 
wasn't. 

Thirty-six and at the height 
of her dramatic power, she made 
up her mind to withdraw from 
pictures until, she thought then, 
after the war. It was not the 
only irony of her life that she 
never returned. 

Naturally Garbo’s abdication 
as the first lady of the screen 
has been widely lamented. Every 
major studio in Hollywood has 
tried repeatedly to entice her 
into making another picture. 
Offers by the dozen have come 
from film companies in Britain, 
Germany, Italy, France and 
India. Scores of independent 
producers have attempted to 
make the coup of their lives by 
luring Garbo back to the screen. 
She has not turned a deaf ear 
to all these proposals because 
she had no intention, in the be- 
ginning, to make her retirement 


permanent. 

But out of all the scripts she 
has read Garbo has seriously 
considered only a half dozen or 
less.

with independent producer Wal- 
ter Wanger and accepted an ad- 
vance payment of $50,000 to 
star in a picture based on Bal- 
zac’s “La Duchesse de Langeais,” 

a tale of tragic love in which 
Garbo was to play a worldly 
duchess who, after many a bit- 
tersweet romance, finally takes 
a nun’s vows and dies at 29. 
However, one postponement fol- 
lowed another, caused by the 
producer’s financial difficulties, 
and at length, through no fault 
of Garbo’s, the project was 
abandoned. 

So it seems that Garbo the 
symbol, though hidden from 
public view, still exerts her pe- 
culiar magic. As one of her 
phrasemaking friends has said, 
“The ghost of Garbo is every- 
where.” 

The legendary Garbo, the one 
whose peerless image graced the 
screen, is the creation of imag- 
inative people who, one of them 
said in a moment of disillusion, 
“turned a healthy peasant girl 
into an exotic spy.” 


It may all have been, in the 
end, a great disservice, for the 
real Garbo was never able to 
live up to the myth. She has 
always been what she is today— 
a woman with a child’s charm- 
ing, tragic innocence. She is 
shrewd, selfish, willful, instinc- 
tive, completely self-absorbed. 


Today, at 49, Garbo’s power 
as an enchantress is intact. Old 
friends and new acquaintances, 
women as well as men—none, it 
‘seems can resist her spell. 


Returning from Europe in 
1946, Garbo was asked by re- 
porters about her plans for the 
future. 

“IT have no plans,” she said, 
“not for the movies, not for the 
stage, not for anything, and I 
haven't even got a place to live. 
I'm sort of drifting.” 

It was an astonishingly frank 
answer and pathetically honest. 
For it would be hard to find a 
phrase to describe Garbo’s exist- 
ence since leaving motion pic- 
tures more apt than “sort of 
drifting.” 

In recent years she has made 
her headquarters mostly in New 
York. 

“How do you spend your time 
in New York?” a European 
friend asked Garbo. 

“Oh,” she replied, “some- 
times I put on my coat at 10 
in the morning and go out and 
follow people. I just go where 
they’re going. I mill around.”

century furniture.

And so the days pass and 
Garbo drifts and her friends de- 
plore her squandering of the 
precious hours on her tiny, un- 
meaningful pursuits. 


“There is not enough time for 
anyone to fulfill the purpose of 
one’s life,”” a venerable actress 
has said. “But Greta does 
nothing. She just throws away 
her days. She always talks about 
her last picture as her grave, 
and that is so foolish. Every 
artist is bound to have successes 
and failures. One success out of 
three is a good record. And she 
had but one failure in her whole 
life. It is almost criminal.” 


The script of Garbo’s life 
would have had a different, 
though no happier, finale if she 


had been able to allow herself 
to be molded into the standard- 
ized Hollywood product, sharing 
her life with the crowd, indors- 
ing soaps and cigarettes, show- 
ing herself in public to drum 
up trade for her pictures. 

Garbo did none of that. She 
had dignity and nobility, and 
she had genius. Like so many 
great actresses, she may never 
have possessed a particle of 
intellectual power, but she had 
genius before the camera be- 
cause she was guided by a 
secret, infallible instinct to do 
the right thing in the right 
way.

The first Junior: League was founded in New York in 
1901 by Mary Harriman, later Mrs. Charlies Carey Rumsey, 
and Nathalie Henderson, who became Mrs. Joseph Swon. 
A few years later, in 1907, inspired by keen interest in the 
New York experiment, a league was formed in Boston. 
Members were given an opportunity to know more about 
their city, how it was administered and the needs of its 
hospitals, schools and social agencies. Gradually .leagues 
began to spring up all over the country, in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and Portland, Ore., (1910); Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
Chicago, (1912), and Cleveland, Montreal and San Francisco, 
a year or so later. 

The Association of Junior Leagues of America, Inc., 
was founded in 1921 with 30 leagues, and now includes 
several times that number. During the past year the 
A.J.L.A., spent more than a million dollars in services; has 
served 5551 agencies and has had almost 14,000 members 
on boards in their various communities.

Private Aid 


To Education

NEW YORK. 
T interests me very much that 
more and more business con- 
cerns are participating in the 
educational field. Such action 
must hearten us all because 


‘education needs this support. for 


as long as we hope to run our 
educational institutions private- 
ly as against those supported by 
the Government, 

It seems advisable that there 
should always be such educa- 
tional institutions to spur on 
Government institutions and per- 
haps to make the experiments 
that later will be adopted by our 
public schools and by our state 
universities, 

One disquieting factor does 
appear here ‘and , however, 
and that is that occasionally this 
private aid is givén in ways 
which mean that those who 
give the aid have an opportunity 
to further some special interest 
of their own. If they are hope- 
ful that the young people of the 
future will see things in a certain 
way they make sure that the 
aid they give is given in a way 
which serves their interest.

WHEN THIS. AID, however, 
is given without any strings at- 
tached to it, we should be happy 
and proud about the develop- 
ment in business of a. broader 
vision and an appreciation of the 
values of education. 

Along this line it was recent- 
ly announced by Procter & 
Gamble that 46 colleges and uni- 
versities in 15 states throughout 
the country would participate in 
two new scholarship programs. 
Eleven women’s colleges have 
been included. 

These scholarships given by 
Procter & Gamble are com- 
pletely unrestricted as to course 
of study or future employment 
and they will provide full tuition 
and an allowance for books and 
supplies. In addition, each 
scholarship will be accompanied 
by an unrestricted grant of $500 
a year to assist the college or 
university in meeting its ex- 
penses. The plan also will pro- 
vide funds for the appointment 
of a faculty adviser for scholar- 
ship holders.

THE COLLEGES and univer- 
sities participating in the selec- 
tion of students for these schol- 
arships will do so on the basis 
of their own standards of aca- 
demic achievement and of the 
financial need of the student. 
Two-thirds of the scholarships 
are to be ‘in the field of liberal 
arts and the balance are to be 
technical scholarships. 

Quite naturally, institutions 
supported to a considerable de- 
gree by federal, state or city 
funds are not eligible.
